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Policeman Shot 
by Man Trying to 
Break in Saloon 


W. J. Rosenstratfer May 
Die of Bullet Wound 
Inflicted by Sup- 
posed Burglar. 


BAYNES HOLDS MAN 


Policeman William J. Rosenstratter of 
1002 Lewis street, detailed at the Chicago 
avenue station, was shot in the neck 
and probably fatally wounded early this 
morning when he attempted to seize a 
supposed burglar. The latter is said to 
have broken the glass ! e of the front 
doors of Goldman Brothers’ saloon at 
500 North State street. 

Policeman Edward Baynes, with Ros- 
enstratter at the time, was fired at twice 
by the alleged burglar before he overtook 
him and beat him into unconsciousness 
with the butt end of his revolver. When 
revived at the police station the man said 
his name was Charles Williams. 


One Policeman May Die. 

Policeman Rosenstratter was taken to 
the Passavant hospital, where physicians 
said he will die. 

The two policemen were traveling to- 
gether in plain clothes. While at North 
State and Kinzie streets they heard the 
crash of glass. Both hurried to the sa- 
loon, where they saw Williams trying to 
get in through a hole broken in the glass 
of the door. 

As Policeman Rosenstratter attempted 
to seize him Williams is said to have fired 
one shot, the muzzle of the revolver being 
less than three inches from the patrol- 
man’s face. 

Beats Captive Unconscious. 

As the patrolman fell back unconscious 
Williams fled and was chased by Police- 
man Baynes to Illfnois and North State 
streets before being overtaken. As Wil- 
Hams stopped to shoot again after firing 
twice at Baynes, the policeman knocked 
the weapon from his hand and then beat 
him into unconsciousness, 

The police believe that the patrolmen 
arrived in time to to prevent Williams 
from robbing the saloon. 

At the police station Williams seemed 
to be intoxicated, the police said. His re- 
volver showed three shots had been fired 
from it. 

Policeman Rosenstratter is married and 
has been on the police department for five 
years. 


Employe of Athletic Club. 

Williams, the police said, is employed 
at the Chicago Athletic club, and at the 
time of the shooting was with a man of 
the name of Carey, who lives at 1904 In- 
diana avenue, also employed at the club. 
Carey left the scene accompanied by a 
young woman after the capture of Wil- 
liams, and the police did not learn his full 


name. 


CHICAGO GIRL IS ORDERED 
TO DECAMP FROM DETROIT. 


Miss Valentine Smith Found Guilty 
of Inciting Insubordination at 
Home for Aged Ladies. 


Detroit, Mich., Nev. 5.—[{Special.}—Miss 
Valentine Smith of Chicago was tried to- 
day on the charge of disturbing the peace, 
the complainant being the Rev. C. L. 
Arnold, president of the Arnold Home 
for Aged Ladies. 

She was found guilty, but released on 
suspended sentence and given until to- 
morrow noon to depart from Mr. Arn- 
old's establishment. 

A year ago two aged women, the Misses 
Farnsworth of Detroit, went to live in 
the Arnold home. Last February one of 
them died and Miss Smith, a niece, came 
from Chicago to pack the other Miss 
Farnsworth’s trunks and take her to Chi- 
cago. 

Miss Smith's presence became objection- 
able to Mr. Arnold, he testified, because 
she incited the employés to insubordina- 
tion. He requested her to leave and she 
refused to do 8&0. Then he instituted 
ejectment proceedings against her aunt, 
Miss Farnsworth, and won his case. Miss 
Farnsworth appealed and with her niece 
continued to live in the home. Mr. Arn- 
old then procured the warrant charging 
Miss Smith with disturbing the peace.

OFFICE AGAIN 


Talks to Business Men of 
Subway Plans for 
the Future, 


CHICAGO'S SOUL FOUND 


“Chicago” was the subject of op- 
timistic speeches last night at the annual 
municipal dinner. 


and looked ahead toward further city 
progress. 

Dr. Shailer Matthews of the University 
of Chicago apostrophized the city as a 
center of culture and art. He presented 
an inspiring picture of civic advance in 
idealism. 

The dinner was given at the Hotel La 
Salle by the Association of Commerce 
for the mayor, his cabinet, and the alder- 
men. 


Will the Mayor Run Again? 

The mayor said nothing about another 
term after hig four years end in Aprmf, 
but there was read between the lines of 
his speech an indication of his probable 
Intention to be a candidate for andther 
term. 

The hint of the mayor's plans—if there 
was a hint—was observed in his discus- 
sion of future subway planning. It has 
been suggested since election day among 
the politicians that such a program was 
likely—a Harrison campatgn for re- 
election on a subway platfornt. 

Inasmuch as the mayor’s term of office 
has only five months to run and subway 
planning up to date has been a matter 
of years, the astute ones said Mr. Har- 
rison had disclosed one of the chief 
planks of his campaign platform. 


How He Stands on Subways. 

As an example of the way in which 
the mayor brought his views of the fu- 
ture to bear upon this point there was 
this: 

“If a plan can be formulated for the 
construction of central subways to be 
paid for out of the traction fund. these 
subways to be used for the surface and 
elevated roads until such time as the peo- 
ple declare for a comprehensive subway 
system and at such time to be vacated by 
these companies; if the continued use of 
them would not interfere with the suc- 
cessful operation of a comprehensive sub- 
way system I am willing to give the plan 
my support. 


Would Support Merger. 

“Or if the elevaied roads wiil accept a 
fair valuation for their property, merge 
with the surface lines, and agree to con- 
struct a genuine rapid transit subway on 
a financial basis by which the private 
ownership will be amortized in a reason- 
able number of years, I am willing to sup- 
port that plan.” 

Many of the details of the mayor's ad- 
dress held the attention of the associa- 
tion members and the aldermen and city 
department heads present, but his sub- 
way discussion caused greatest interest. 

Joseph H. Defrees, president of the as- 
sociation, reviewed the recent municipal 
accomplishments and told of the activi- 
ties of his Own organization. The chief 
emphasis of his address was laid upon 
the forthcoming electrification report. 


Pays Chicago High Compliment. 

Dr. Mathews paid Chicago what he 
termed a higher tribute than he could 
pay to any other city in the United States. 
In the rush for commercial «upremacy, 
Dr. Mathews said, Chicago has taken time 
to develop a culture, an art, and an edu- 
cation quite advanced for an American 
city. 

“As I have listened to these remark- 
able papers,”’ Dr. Mathews said, “ it has 
been borne in on me. that we have in 
this city of Chicago an illustration of 
that of which I wish to speak. We have 
discovered a soul. We have discovered 
that cities of all times have been some- 
thing more than aggregations of individ- 
uals of great economic activity. They 
have been composed of people, and those 
people have been struggling out into 
something like a new ccnception, year 
fter year, of what community life really 
means. 

City Men History Leaders, 

“To read in books and to listen to 
many people speak on the subject of cities, 
one would think that a city was the 
Frankenstein of social evolution. It has 
een begotten by human needs and it has 
escaped the control of those who begat it, 
and yet as you look back over the history 
of civilization you see that civilization has 
always been urban, the very name 
seathen and pagan is a testimony to the 
countrymen, the man who lived in the 
heath, the man who lived in the country. 

“ Poor people have never had that cer- 
tain high culture that we have associated 
with the history of the past and which we 
ourselves would emulate. Poor people 
‘have had poets and prophets, but poets 
| and prophets are cheap. 

-“ When you want to get the expressive 
art of the painter, the architect, the statue 
maker, there you always have to look to 
the accumulation of wealth. The men

MAN ENDS LIFE 


College Athlete and Honor 
Student Unable to Find 
Work After He Leaves 
School. 


IT PREYS ON HIS MIND. 


Watson Harpham, Fraternity 
Member and Polo Star, 
Shoots Self at Fa- 
ther’s Home. 


Until a few months ago Watson Harp- 
ham was an important person. His im- 
portance had been growing steadily for 
four years. At its height he found him- 
self a senior at Yale and an honor man in 
his class, 

Through the four years Harpham had 
accomplished the almost impossible—the 
faculty thought no less of him than his 
fellow students. On the campus and be- 
yond he was noted as the captain of the 
crack varsity polo team. More than that, 
he had played second base on the varsity 
baseball team three seasons and was con- 
sidered one of Yale's finest all around 
athletes, 


Career Reaches Climax. 

Harpham’s university career reached a 
dizzy climax on commencement day last 
June. He was graduated in the front 
rank of his class and started his journey 
to wealth and fame on the shoulders of 
& fiying wedge of admirers. 

It was pretty generally conceded around 
the campus that persons in seata of power 
in the business world would better hold 
fast. Harpham of Yale had a habit of 
winning every sort of game he played. 
All he needed was a start and there cer- 
tainly were enough fraternity brothers of 
Sigma Nu and Skull and Bones running 
prosperous businesses to provide the right 
opening. 

Before he started westward Watson per- 
sonally and officially announced that 
after a short vacation he would begin 
his attack on the world. And he did. 

Sits Before a Desk. 

Yesterday morning Harpham of Yale 
sat in front of a desk in Evanston. There 
was no set of push buttons on the desk 
and no waiting stenographer sat at his 
side. The desk wasn't even his own. 
It was part of the furniture of his 
father’s home at 931 Maple avenue 
Evanston. : 

In front of Harpham was a sheet of 
paper on which he had written a few 
lines. Those lines represented his capitu- 
lation, They were written for his father, 
Hdwin L. Harpham, a lawyer, who. had 
agreed to pay Watson $25 a week for 
clerical work “‘ until he found himself,” 

Watson wasn’t sure he was going to 
find himself. He wasn’t sure, either, that 
the $25 a week was not a disguised form 
of paternal philanthropy. 


Frat Brothers Fail Him. 

The fraternity brothers had failed him. 
At least they had come forward with no 
offers and the late captain of the varsity 
polo team was too proud to go to them. 
To other persons of whom he had asked 
work the name Harpham of Yale meant 
nothing. 

As Watson sat at the desk his mother 
was baking a cake in the kitchen—work- 
ing. The maid was straighteneing up the 
bedrooms upstairs—working. His father 
was in his Chicago office—working. Wil- 
lard Cobb, his chum at Evanston High 
school and his roommate at Yale, was in 
Arizona, teaching in a small college and 
earning his own way. Ancther chum was 
studying medicine, another law, to neith- 
er of which professions Watson leaned. 
Every one he knew had a job or was 
working toward a set goal. 

Hear Pistol Shot. 

In the bottom drawer of the desk was a 
loaded revolver, one of fifty in his father’s 
collection of firearms. Presently Watson 
put down his pen and opened the bottom 
drawer. 

Mrs. Harpham and the maid, both run- 
ning, met a minute later at the door of 
the room in which Watson had started his 
career asanearner. Both had heard the 
same sound—a pistol shot. 

They found Watson still on the desk. 
His head had fallen forward. The re- 
volver was still in his hand. Dr. M. C. 
Bragdon, the family physician, said the 
bullet, lodging in his brain, had killed him 
instantly. 

Watson left no note of explanation. To 
his family none was neces : 

* My son had grown aespondent because 
he could not find a position that gave 
promise of something better In the fu- 
ture,” sald Edwin Harpham, who served 
as corporation gdunsel of Evanston ten 
years age and now has & large private 
practice. “It was to be expected in a 
oy of his spirit, but I felt he would find 
a suitable position before long.”

Society Leader in Range of 
German Cannon in Clash 
on the Aisne. 


SEES DUEL IN THE AIR. 


{By Cable to The Chicago Tribune. ]} 
LONDON, Nov. 5.—How Mrs. Barton 
French, a leader in New York and New- 
port society, watched an artillery duel 
between the British and Germans.at the 
battle of the Aisne, was told today by her- 
self for the first time. 
Mrs. French went to the front on be- 
half of the American Ambulance asso- 
ciation in Paris to make a report on field 
and base horpitals. 

“It was my good fortune to drive sey- 
eral staff officers to the line in my car,” 
she said, “and as a result I happened to 
see a small elice of the battle of the 
Aisne, 

Officers Move Forward, , 

“ The officers were anxious to watch ar- 
tillery operations, so I took them to a 
point which I am notat liberty to mention 
on the heights overlooking the Aisne, 
where a battery was engaged with the 
Germans across the river. The officers 
apologetically informed me they would 
have to leave me, as they were going for- 
ward under fire, so I remained behind 
with the chauffeur. 

* I could hear heavy guns booming near 
at hand, and finally curiosity overcame 
discretion, s0, leaving the car hidden in 
the woods, I started across fields in the 
direction of the firing. 

* Soon I could see shelis bursting itn the 
air, and all of a sudden the whole scene 
of the artillery duel was spread before 
me from the high plateau on which I was 
standing. 

German Guns Hidden. 

“The gune were below me and to my 

left, and the Germans were hidden on the 
opposite bank, but tiny puffs now and 
then rising above the trees showed me 
about where they were. 
“It was so exciting the thought never 
occurred to me that I was in danger, and 
even when shrapnel burst a few hundred 
feet away I was so engrossed in the spec- 
tacle that my own peril seemed wholly 
unimportant. 

“T had started back when we suddenly 
saw a Taube above the German Jines and 
instantly afterwards heard the firing of 
anti-air craft guns from our side of the 
battle line. We stood there, the chauf- 
feur and I, gazing breathlessly upward 
and beheld a monoplane set out after the 
invader, 

“ Then we witnessed that most thrilling

OPTION IN SEVERAL 


Fourteen states now have laws prohibit- 
ing the sale of alcoholic beverages. The 
fourteen include four states added to the 
“dry” list as the result of Tuesday's 
election. On the face of the returns pro- 
hibition has just been adopted by Arizona, 
Washington, Oregon, and Colorado. 

The states which prohibit the sale of 
liquor are:

Other States Partly Dry. 

Alabama at one time adopted @ pro- 
hibition amendment, but later rescinded 
it. South Carolina also is largely prohi- 
bition under various acts. In addition, a 
score of states have local option laws. 

In Arizona, though that state voted dry 
Tuesday, there is a question whether the 
prohibition amendment added to the con- 
stitution is self-operative, or will require 
an emergency act by the the legislature 
before becoming effective Jan. 1. 

Purdy Bullard, the retiring attorney 
general, put the question up to his suc- 
cessor, Wiley Jones, who said he would 
not express an opinion until he had taken 
office. 

If an emergency act is necessary to 
make prohibition effective throughout the 
state another fight on the liquor issues 
will be precipitated in the legislature, 
where the liquor men believe it will be 
confronted by a hostile majority. In 
that event a referendum would becertain, 
with the question again on the ballot at 
the next general election. 

Drys Hit in California. 

Not only did the men and women voters 
of California bury state-wide prohibition 
on Tuesday by a majority that may reach 
élose to 200,000, but they adopted a refer- 
endum amendment prohibiting another

ESCAPES BOMBS 


Six Wreck His Room at 
Tavern Twenty Minutes 
After He Leaves.

LONDON, Nov. 6.—A dispatch from 
northern France gives further details of 


the kaiser’s narrow escape from death by 
bombs thrown by an airman attached to 
the allied army which was occupying the 
line from Nieuport to Ypres. For five 
days the emperor was present during the 


cause of his presence that the Germans 
made such persistent vigorous attacks. 

Last Sunday the kaiser, with several 
aides de camp, arrived in a motor car at 
a tavern at Thielt, about 5 o'clock. Apart- 
ments had been reserved for the party 
and dinner was ready. The kaiser’s per- 
sonal baggage had already been deposit- 
ed in his bedroom, which had been pre- 
pared for him to spend the night. 

The kaiser was in a hurry and did not 
wait to dress for dinner, but immediately 
sat down to dine, and after the meal, in- 
stead of going to his room, he hurriedly 
left the tavern with two aides de camp 
and motored to the other end of the town, 
where frésh rooms were engaged. 

Twenty minutes after the kaiser left 
the first tavern six bombs fell in the 
room where his baggage lay and com- 
pletely destroyed it. Whe two aides de 
camp whe remained in the tavern were 
killed. A motor car which was lying in 
the yard was wrecked. 


VICTIM NOT CROWN PRINCE? 


Investigator Is Assured Wounded 
Notable at Strassburg Is the 
Kaiser’s Son-in-Law.

LONDON, Nov. 5.—The Chronicle’s cor-

Fighting between the Turks and Rus- 
siane is progressing, but, as was the case 
at the opening of the war between Russia 
and Austria, each side claima the advan- 
tage. ' 

It ia believed here that the clashes are 
merely “feelers” preparatory to sah- 
guinary fighting which is bound to ma- 
terialize within a few days. . | 
The Anglo-French fleet continues to 
bombard the Dardanelles forts, but the 
Turks say the warships have inflicted no 
damage. British reporta. however, insist . 
that Forte Kumkaleh and &i‘dulbahr 
hsve been damaged, 


Formal Declaration of War. 
Great Britain yesterday formally de- 
clared war on the Ottoman empire. 

The proclamation, which was signed by 
King George after a meeting of the privy 
council at Buckingham palace, reads: 

“Owing to hostile acts committed by 
Turkish forces under German officers, 
a state of war exists between Great Brit- 
ain and Turkey from today and all pror- 
lamations and orders in council issued 
with reference to the state of war between 
Great Britain and Germany and Austria 
shall appiy to the state of war between 
Great Britain and Turkey.” 


Persia Announces Neutrality. 

Persia appears anxious to remain out 
of the conflict. An official statement has 
been presented to the powers announcing 
its strict neutrality. 

The statement says that Persia, “ now 
that the conflagration has extended to its 
territory,’’ has renewed its assurances of 
strict neutrality and has asked for the 
good offices of Great Britain to prevent 
“the neutral soil of Persia from becom- 
ing a theater of war.” 

Great Britain has been given assur- 
ances by the leaders of the Moslems in 
the Malay states that its war against 
Turkey will not affect the loyalty of the 
Moslems to the empire. 

According to a dispatch via Paris, Amer- 
ican marines have been landed at Beirut, 
Syria, for the protection of American 
interests, 


How Turks Held Up Refugees. 

A dispatch from Dedeatgatch in Euro- 
pean Turkey, on the Algean sea, to 
the Daily News, dated Nov. 3, describes 
the scenes of confusion wh'-h attended 
the departure of the French and British 
ambassadors. 

The correspondent says Talaat Bey. 
minister of the interior, had agreed to 
provide a special train for the British 
and French refugees. These refugees 
had their passports vised at the last 
minute. The military officials counter- 
manded the arrangements, and when the 
staffs of the two embassies arrived at the 
station later they were obliged to force 
their way through a crowd. 

The correspondem says the tumult was 
indescribable. For a moment the situa- 
tion was serious, but the arrival of the 
soldiers prevented the train on which the 
English and French were to travel from 
being rushed. 


Morganthau Takes a Hand, 
Henry Morgenthau, the American am- 
bassador, was present to say farewell to 
bis British and French colleagues, and 
the members of his staff received orders 
to move among the waiting refugees and 
tell them their departure would be erm 
ranged the next day. On receipt of this 
information the crowd of French ané 
British who were to leave departed from 
the station and passed the night as best . 
they could. 

The following day Mr. Morgenthau took 
hold of the situation in an admirable man- 
ner and insisted in the strongest manner 
on the British and French benig permitted . 
to leave. He overcame all obstacies and ° 
obtained the necessary authority to start 
the refugees away. 

Mr. Morgenthau placed the British who 
wanted to leave Constantinople under an 
obligation which they are not likely to 
forget. Hie staff also labored with will- 
ingness and sympathy. 


France at War with Turkey. _ 
PARIS, Nov. 5.—The Freneh govern- 
ment tonight declared that “a4 state of 
war exists between France and Turkey.” 
The following official note has been is- 
sued: .

The Turks in their 
flight threw awzy their arms and scat- 
tered to the villages in the neighbor- 
hood. 

“Our cavalry attacked to the east ab, 
Dtyeden three Kurd regiments supported 
by infantry and threw them back.”’ 


rks Claim Victory. 

AMSTERDAM, via London, Nov. 5.— 
The following Turkish official statement 
is contained in a dispatch from Constan- 
tinople: . 

“The Russians are now strengthening 
their positions near the frontier, but have 
been repulsed completely from the Kara- 
klissa and Teehan districts. 

*“ During the bombardment at the en- 
trance to the Dardanelles the hostile fleet 
fired 240 shells without causing material 
damage. Our forts fired only ten shots.” 

The Constantinople correspondent of 
the Frankfurter Zeitung has sent the fol- 

lowing dispatch to his paper: : 

“The Turks attacked and destroyed a 
Cossack battalion on the Russo-Turkish 
frontier near Ordulia and then crossed the 
frontier, taking up a strong position in 
Russian territory.’

Draw Germans Into Trap; Eye- 
witness Describes 


BY MARTIN DONOHTE. |

LONDON, Nov. 6.—The tide of war ir 
Belgium has been flowing from the sea. 
shore toward the south for two days 
The Germans have been directing fierce 
attacks against the allied line, bringing 


troops from Ghent and Bruges and 
throwing them at once into the fighting. 

The chief German attacks on the line 
thinly held by the British forces were 
launched against Armentieres and Arras, 
two army corps taking part, supported 
by heavy artillery. 

A new type of mortar, throwing a@ pro- 
jectile weighing several hundred pounds, 
was used against the allies at Armen- 
tieres, but not with much success. The 
shells, fired at a high angle, fell into the 
trenches with precision, but buried them- 
selves deep in the soft soil, doing ilttle 
damage. 


Bombard for Three Hours. 

The bombardment continued for three 
hours, the British remaining quietly un- 
der cover of their trenches and bomb- 
proof shelters. Orders then were given to 
the Germans to carry the trenches by 
storm. The British gave no sigss of life. 
As the Germans advanced the British 
manned the trenches afresh and the Brit- 
ish batteries, which had not yet come 
into action from their hiding places 
among brushwood in the fields behind, 
opened fire. 

Many German soldiers went down to 
rise nO more. The shells plowed through, 
making great rentsin the oncoming close- 
ly packed German ranks. The advance 
was stopped and the surviving Germans 
went to work frantically with their in- 
trenching tools, digging themselves into 
cover. By this time the British infantry 
oe found them and punished them ter- 
ribly. 


Kaiser at the Front. 
The kaiser and the king of Saxony were 
present at the German headquarters and 
the Kaiser repeated his order, ‘‘On to 
Calais."’ 

The German artillery began a fresh 
bombardment, continuing it for an hour, 
and then the infantry, which had bur- 
rowed into the earth, crawled out and 
made another attack. 

Shrapnel and rifie fire had no difficulty 
in finding these human targets. The dull- 
gray German line, urged forward by its 
officers, came on, leaving behind it at each 
step a trail of dead and dying. One could 
not help admiring th: #>ravery of these 
men, who marched calmly toward cer- 
tain death. No soldiers who ever faced 
an enemy could stand against this bullet 
storm and live. For the second time tho 
German infantry wavered. Then it went 
down as one man and sought cover. 


Germans Are Mowed Down. 

The enemy was an easy target for the 
gunners and riflemen. The minutes went 
by and it was clear that if the Germans 
stayed where they were they must be 
annihilated. Their officers thought s£o, 
too, and ordered a fresh advance, but 
the men who had passed through sucha 
hellish ordeal sho..ed no inclination :o 
rise up and close with the British. Here 
it was that our chance came. The tcr- 
rible punishment sustained had practi- 
cally demoralized the enemy. Suddenly 
our artillery and rifle fire ceased, a low 
word of command ran along the trenches. 
In stained khaki the soldiers appeared 
above ground. As they clasnbored into 
the open other lines followed. 

First bayonets were fixed and the khaki 
swarm swung forward. The coming of 
the British stimulated the hesitating Ger- 
man infantry into activity. They fired 
one volley and then sprang to their feet 
and went to right about. One lfmme sought 
to cover the retreat. With fixed bay- 
onets they faced the advancing British. 
A long low murmur of satisfaction ran 
along our front and the men broke into a 
cheer as they closed with the enemy and 
bayonet met bayonet. 


Big Mortar British Prize. 

There was thrust and parry. The sway- 
ing mass of struggling men in khaki and. 
dull gray were at death grips. Now the 
swaying mass separated and the two lines 
broke. The men in @ull gray were run- 
ning and those in khaki were cheering. 

Back went the Germans, and in pursuit 
went the British. The enemy rallied 
round the mortar which earlier had been 
so active in shelling our positiom. Here 
a desperate hand to hand struggle took 
place, the British devoting all tneir en- 
ergies to capturing the gun. Its German 
defenders had fallen and the prize was 
in our possession. 

French Official Statement. 

PARIS, Nov. 5.—The French official an- 
nouncement given out in Paris tonight 
merely confirmed the one given out dur- 
ing the afternoon, which says: 

‘‘On our left wing the allied forces 
have made slight progress to the east of 
Nieuport, on the right bank of the Yser. 
From Dixmiude to the Lys, the German 
attacks were renewed yesterday, but at a 
number of points with lessened energy. 
particularly with regard to the actions 
ef their infantry. 


Rival Artillery at Work. 

“ Between the region of La Bassee and 
the Somme the day was notable, particu- 
larly for an artillery contest. 

“In the region of Roye we have main- 
tained our occupation of Le Quesnoy-en- 
Santerre and advanced perceptibly in the 
direction of Andechy. 

“On the center, between the Oise and 
the Moselle, there has been a recrudes- 
cence of the activity of the Germans, 
manifested particularly by their artillery 
fire. 

‘On our right wing there is nothing new 
to report.”

PETROGRAD, Nov. 5.—Everywhere ex- 
cept in south Peland the Germans have 
been beaten back to their own frontier and 
the Russian advance down the Vistula 
river has broken the resistance of the 
combined German and Austrian force, 
which must now retreat or be cut off. 

The forward movement of the Russians 
is now general and it is predicted here 
that the Grand Duke Nicholas will be in 
a position to invade Silesia sooner than 
had been expected. The unlooked for 
weakness of the Germans in East Prus- 
sia and north and central! Poland has put 
Russian prospects in the most favorable 
light. 

The most important result of the rapid 
pursuit by the Russians will be that Ger- 
many cannot carry out her reported plan 
to send several army corps from the east 
to reinforce the armies in Belgium and 
France. 


Russians Advancing in Prussia. 

In East Prussia the Russians are at- 
tacking fiercely and are driving the Ger- 
mans from lines of defense well within 
German territory. Lyck has been taken, 
and Mliawa, used by the Germans for 
many weeks as a base for operations in 
north Poland, is now in the hands of the 
Russians. 

The following official statement was is- 
sued tonight by the general staff: 

“We have continued our progress on the 
east Prussian front. The Germans are 
failing back along the whole front, keep- 
ing only their fortified position in the re- 
gion of Werbolowo. 


Pursue Austrians in South. 
**On the left bank of the Vistuia the 
Russian army is continuing a vigorous 
offensive and is pursuing the retreating 


troops continues sucecssfully. The Aus- 
trians are.retreating. Austrian deserters, 
of whom the number is increasing inces- 
santly, state. that.discord reigns betweca 
the Austrians and the Germans. They 
also declare that the latter have suffered 
enormous losses."’ 

The German retreat from Poland has re- 
sulted in the transfer of Gen. von Hinden- 
burg’s headquarters to Czanstachowa, on 
the Silesian frontier. The new position of 
the German rear guards at the River 
Warthe, almost at the frontier and about 
eighty. miles west of the Vistula, indi- 
cates the tremendous retreat of the Ger- 
man forces. 

The retreat is considered especially im- 
portant because the Russians have been 
able to recapture such industrial centers 
as Lodz, Petrokov, Radom, Kielce, and 
Sandomier. The Russians have received 
enormous reinforcements.

LAON, France, Oct. 16.-The fate of 
Manonviller underscored the lesson 
taught by Liege and Maubeuge. 

Manonviller was the newest of French 
forts and it lasted ome day. It cost 
France $10,000,000 and it was reduced by 
147 shots from two of the 42 centimeter 
German guns, the same guns that were 
known at Liege as “‘ the Krupp surprise.” 
These two guns were planted nine miles 
away and not one of their shots missed 
the fort. Their target—the fort itself, 
was 600 meters long and 400 meters‘wide. 


Take 1,400 Prisoners. 

Fourteen hunarea prisoners and muni- 
tions for six months fell into the hands 
of the Germans. The French scouting i: 
said to have been so inefficient that the 
fortress was surrounded before the gar- 
rison knew it. Only one of the prisoners 
was wounded. ’ 

Manonviller Hes sixty miles to the east 
of Laon and some of the German officers 
on duty here were present at the capture 
of the fortress. 

German operations against the forts at 
Maubeuge not only disclosed the futility 
of the modern fortress, but also brought 
out the faet that a considerable part of 
the French scheme of fortification exists 
only on paper. 

Finds a Few Forts “Missing.” 

A German officer who was in charge of 
observations made around Maubeuge pre- 
liminary to the bombardment of the forts 
Des Sarts and Boussois was much puz- 
zied by his inability to find certain forts 
and intermediate works shown on the 
French maps of Maubeuge and its envi- 
rons. 

In the course of the day’s scouting the 
officer repeatedly questioned the old 
French peasant, who acted as his guide, 
as to the location of these mysterious de- 
fenses. He received only the vaguest re- 
lies. At the end of the day, when the 
German gave the peasant a couple of 
marks and some ctgars for his services, 
the old man became more communica- 
ive. 

Forts Never Were Built. 

’ Those forts,'' he said, ** that you were 
looking for all day have never been built. 
They are only staked out. The map lies.” 

German officers ‘who heard the story 
said: “ It is not improbable that we shall 
find similar conditions around Antwerp.” 

The scheme of fortifications in Belgium 
—iricluding the forts at Liege, Namur, and 
Antwerp—was projected forty years ago | 
by Gen. Brialmont. His pleas for funds | 
to carry on the work led him into a long 
and bitter controversy with the states- 
man Woest, leader of the Catholic party. 
Woest fought every appropriation for 
which Briaimont asked, with the result 
that some were never made and others 
were materially reduced. 

lt was Woest’s frequent asserticn— 
yased, it is believed, on a secret under- 
standing he hoped to have with Germany 
—that he could “ hold Belgium against 
Germany with eighty Belgium gend- 
armes-.”’ 


Reckoned Without Big Guns. 
Woest couid not have ioreseen tne com- 
ing of the 42 centimeter gun, which nul- 
tities all schemes of fortification, but his 
antagonism to Brialmont’s pians never- 


theless saved Belgium vast and, as the | 


event proves, useless expenditures. 
Brialmont is dead. 


Woest, still a leader in the councils of | 


the Catholic party, is living at the age of 


‘“‘a wonderful old man.” 
There is no doubt that the popular mind 
in Belgium had long he!d the conviction 


that in certain inner povernment circles | 


there was a pro-Cerman faction, and one 
of the Caiholic newspapers was regarded 
as emphatically pro-German. To that 
:action the king was known to be op- 
posed. The feeling of suspicion reached 
ts helgh. on the morning when the twelve 
hours allowed by Germany for Belgium's 
rep.y to the German ultimatum were 
drawing to a close. That reply was not 
made known to the people until within 
fifteen minutes of the expiration of the 
time limit. 


Feared They’d Be “Sold Out.” 

Meanwhile the whisper ran all night 
long through Brussels that the govern- 
ment was plotting to sell out Belgium to 
Germany. The more plausible explara- 
tion of the delay would have been that 
the government was making the best pvs- 
sible arrangement with England and 
France, but anxiety had rendered the 
public mind credulous and feverish. 
Events soon proved the baseness of the 
slander that had gone whispering through 
the cafés of Brussels on that Auguaet 
night.

LONDON, Nov. 5.—Deapite the defeat 
of the British squadron under Rear Ad- 
miral Cradock off the Chilean coast on 
Sunday, Britishers are confident that 
their naval supremacy will not be taken 
from them when the final test comes. 

The defeat in South Pacific waters nat- 
urally is the most discussed subject of the 
war in Great Britain. Some critics place 
the blame on the admiralty, while others 
point to it as a mere unfortunate, in- 


cident. 


To Wipe Germans Off Pacific. 

It is believed that the German boats, 
victorious in this battle, soon will be 
wiped off the seas. 

As soon as the. German fortress at 
Tsing-Tau falls, the British and Japa- 
nese warships engaged there will start 
out in an endeavor to round up the eight 
or nine German cruisers still roving the 
seas. 

Then, Britishers say, there will be an- 
other story to tell. 


Expect North Sea Battle. 

In the meantime Britishers are mo- 
mentarily expecting to hear of a clash in 
the North sea and possibly in the Baltic. 
It is known that German warships are on 
the move and they may be expected to 
strike at the first opportunity.

LONDON, Nov. 5.—The following de- 
scriptive account which has been com- 
municated by an eye witness present 
with the general headquarters continues 
and supplements the narrative published 
Nov. 3 of the movements of the British 
force and of the French armies in imme- 
diate touch with it: 

, Nov. 1. In spite of the great losses 
which they suffered in their attacks last 
week, the Germans have continued their 
offensive toward the west almost con- 
tinuously during the five days from Oct. 
26 to Oct. 30. Opposite us it has gra‘- 
ually grown in intensity and in extent of 
application as more men and guns have 
been brought up and pushed into their 
right, and it has developed in the most 


bitterly contested battle which has been | 


fought in the western theater of the war. 


Artiliery Brought from Antwerp. 

“The German artillery has to a large 
extent been increased by that transferred 
from around Antwerp. As regards in- 
fantry, it is possible that some of the 
additional troops now appearing on our 
front have been rendered available by 
relaxation of the pressure against our 
allies to the north of Ypres, caused by 
the desperate and successtul resistance 


made by the latter, by the harassing‘ 


nature of the artiliery fire brought to 
bear by our ships against the strip of 
country along the coast and by the flood- 
ing of the area aiong the river Yser. 

"Forces have been massed also from 
the south, while another of ihe new 
army corps has definitely made its debut 
before us, and thuugh attempts to hack, 
or rather to b.ast ana hack a way through 
us have been made in other directions, 
they have for the :ast few aays been most 
seriousiy concentrated upon the neigh- 
borhood of Ypres. 

“On Monuay, ihe twenty-sixth, south 
of the Lys on our right the enemy 
tacked Neuvechappele, one of the vil- 
lages held by us. in the even.ne advanc- 
ing under cover of a wood, they man- 


aged to gain possession of a portion of It | 


north of the Lys. 
‘In the center a bombardment alone 


|was kept up and some ground was made 


by us. 

““A detached post, which was attacked 
in force during the night. drove back its 
assailants, who left fifty-six dead be- 
hind.

Entire Village Captured. 

“On Tuesday, the twenty-seventh, the 
Germans rather focused their princ'pal 
attention on our right center and right 
and most desperate fighting took place for 
the possession of Neuvecitappele. In 
spite of repeated counter attacks by our 
troops the enemy during the day man- 
aged to hold on to the northern part of 
tne village, which they had gained the 
Gay before. 

‘* Toward evening we had gradually re- 
gained part of the place by step-by-step 
fighting, when fresh hostile’ reinforce- 
ments were brought up, and the entire 
village was captured by the enemy.

“On our right the Germans delivered 
an assault which failed. In front of one 
battalion they are estimated to have icft 
between 600 and 700 dead, while notfar 
off a trench into which they had penetra- 
ted was captured by us at an expense to 
them of seventy killed and fourteen pris- 
oners. : 

Encounter Trench Mortar. 

“* In the center little took place worthy 
of especial record. A few Germans came 
im and surrendered voluntarily. In this 
quarter we experienced for the first time 
in the northern theater of the war the 
action of the minenwerfer, or trench mor- 
tar. it has a range of some 500 to 600 
yards and throws a bomb loaded with a 
high explosive weighing up to 200 pounds, 
being fired at an extreme elevation from 
the bottom of a pit in the trench. 

* About midnight our line was attacked 
in two places. One of these efforts did 
not mature, as the ground over which the 
German infantry had to advance was well 
swept by our guns. 

‘‘In this case the assault was carried 
out against one of our brigades by a force 
of some twelve battalions. With self- 
restraint our men held their fire for forty 
minutes until the attackers got quite close 
and then drove them back with a boss of 
200 killed. The enemy penetrated intoa 
portion of one of our trenches, but were 
driven out again, losing eighty men killed 
or captured. 


Recover Lost Ground. 

“The really important feature in this 
day’s operations occurred north of the 
Lys and consisted of an onslaught in 
great force made in the morning in the 
agirectton of x pres. After a heavy cannon- 
ade the assault was driven home and a 


portion of our front line was forced back. 
By evening the lost ground was recovered 
and in some places more than recovered,

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“INOREASE LEAD 


IN THE SENATE 


Majority Is Likely to Be Aug- 
- Mented; Three Seats Re- 
main in Doubt. 


Additional returns of the election re- 
ceived last night disclose the possibility 
that the Democrats have made a net gain 
of more than one seat in the United States 
senate.

Changes in House Impending. 

Many changes in the organization of 
the house of representatives will be made 
at the beginning of the next congress. 
The dwindling of the Democratic ma- 
jority, which will drop from 145 to 24, 
will necessitate a general shifting of the 
working order. 

With their slender majority the Demo- 
crats, while able to reélect Speaker Clark 
and retain control of the committees, 
will be forced to maintain an almost per- 
fect organization. Even with a full at- 
tendance in the house, a shift of twelve 
votes would throw the control to the 
minority side. 


Talk of Bolt by Tammany. 

The latest turn to the talk of Democratic 
insurgency developing from the reduction 
of the majority to the danger point has 
been furnished by the Tammany members 
of the New York deiegation. 

Tammany, it is reported from Washing- 
ton, intends to threaten President Wilson 
with rebellion in the house unless he rec- 
Ognizes Tammany’s claims on adminis- 
tration patronage. As there are seven- 
teen Tammany congressmen they would 
be,able, if united, to throw control of the 
house to the Republicans and obstruct 
the Democratic program generally. 

Tammany has been embroiled with the 
White House 9n patronage questions ever 
since Wilson became president. If the 
Tammany members make good their 
threat of revolt in the next congress it 
will not be rhe first time Tammany has 
deserted the Democratic leadership. Rep- 
resentative Fitzgeraid and other Tami- 
manyites led the Democratic defection 
which enabled Cannon to put through his 
rules in 1909.

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WOMEN CAN VOTE 
IN 11 STATES NOW 


Nevada and Montana Won 
to Equal Suffrage; Five 
Others Reject It. _ 


THEIR EFFECT FELT. 


Women now have full suffrage in eleven 
states and in the territory of Alaska, 
according to latest returns last night 
from Tuesday's election, which apparent- 
ly gave the franchise to women in Nevade 
and Montana. 

Late tabulation of the vote on equal suf- 
frage in Nevada a’sd Montana did not up- 
set the lead prev s¢ usly recorded in favor 
of the women, but ruraland mountainous 
counties had not reported. These missing 
precincts might overturn the 800 vote lead 
tn Montana, but probably not the lead of 
3,500 in Nevada. 

In addition to the eleven states now 
listed as granting full suffrage to women, 
they have the right to vote for certain 
officers in twenty-two other states.

The twenty-two states allowing partial 
suffrage to women are: Connecticut, 
Delaware, Florida, Iowa, Indiana, IIli- 
nois, Kentucky, Michijan, Massachusetts, 
Minnesota, Mississippi, Nebraska (de- 
feated full suffrage Tuesday), New Hamp- 
shire, New Jersey, New Mexico, New 
York, North Dakota, ‘Oklahoma, Ohio 
(defeated full suffrage in 1912 and on 
Tuesday), South Dakota, Vermont, and 
Wisconsin. 

Despite the chaims of woman suffrage 
4eaders that they won the vote in some 
of the other seven states which voted on 
the subject Tuesday, late returns bear 
out early indications that the franchise 
was denied women in Ohio, Missouri, Ne- 
braska, North Dakota, and South Dakota. 


Effects of Women’s Votes. 

Officers of the National Woman Suffrage 
ussociation tonight began to recepitulate 
the results of women’s votes in the va- 
rious states in which they balloted®on 
Tuesday. They contend that the women 
were instrumental! in California im pass- 
ing the laws that will drive out pugilism 
and segregated vice quarters and failed 
in driving out saloons only because of the 
too drastic provisions of the amendment. 

The suffragist leaders also assert that 
women showed their power at the polls .n 
Chicago by electing as judge of the Mu- 
nicipal court Charies L. Billings, who in- 
troduced in the Illinois legisiature the 
bill that gave women the right to vote for 
many offices in Illinois. Billings would 
have been defeated by the men’s vote. 

The leaders also declare that women 
aided materially in voting prohibition on 
Tuesday for Washington, Oregon, and 
Colorado.

“Lobby”? Starts Work Soon. 

The first steps taken by the pork hunt- 
ers to compass at the next session the 
appropriation grab which they failed to 
accomplish in the last session will ma- 
terialize at the river and harbor con- 
gress in Washington early in December. 
This organization was denounced by Con- 
gressman Frear, leader of the pork bar- 
rel fight in the house, as a stupendous 
lobby maintained for the purpose of di- 
verting public money to the pockets of 
dredgers and other contractors for river 
and harbor ‘“ improvements.”’ 

The river and harbor congress will 
endeavor to counteract the agitation 
against the pork barrel and to clothe the 
proposed treasury raid with respectabil- 
ity. It will urge congress to pass a 
“‘ generous’ appropriation bill for the 
improvement of waterways without de- 
scending to such particulars as the wis- 
dom of pouring public funds into the 
southern creeks and bayous which fig- 
ured so prominently in the $93,000,000 bill. 


Issue Then Will Arise. 


With this encouragement from the 
river and harbor congress the pork hunt- 
ers will proceed to frame the measure 
which will be submitted at that session. 

When the public buildings bill and 
the army and navy appropriation meas- 
ures are brought in the pledged foes of 
pork will have an opportunity to fight 
the extravagances annually included for 
the political benefit of senators and rep- 
resentatives.

_An important downstate paper scolds Chicago

THE ANNEXATION OF CYPRUS. 

The annexation by Great Britian of the island 
of Cyprus is little more than a nominal loss to 
Turkey, but is a substantial acquisition from the 
British point of view. ‘Turkey loses territory of 
which she was legally suzerain, but the adminis- 
tration and control have been out of -her, hands 
since 1878. _ ( 

The value of Cyprus to the British\empire is, 
however, very real, owing to the situation of the 
island on the flank of Egypt and the Suez canal. 
The island is mountainous and can be well fortified. 
Its strategic value guarding Egypt and the route 
to India is considerable. 

The later events of the war may be such as 
to compel England to relinquish the island, but 
this could be considered probable only in the case 
of her severe defeat. In any general readjustment 
among the allies her claims to Cyprus would be 
superior to any her allies could advance.

THE FOREIGN LABEL. 

Perhaps a psychologist will arise some day 
afd explain why the American nation, which has 
Neen successful in ridding itself of so many 
of the prejudices, of so much of the bigotry and 
narrowness found in many old world countries, 
‘as been backward in freeing itself from the fetish 
worship of the foreign label. It is a phenomenon 
that needs explaining. Hard headed business men, 
millions of sensible, practical people, are persist- 
ently humbugged by merchants at ‘nome and abroad 
who are aware of the great American weakness— 
the love of the word “ imported.” 

A mannfacturer, speaking before the commit- 
tee of the “Made in America” movement in New 
York, laid bare some of the frauds that are per- 
petrated upon the unsuspecting American con- 
sumer because of this weakness for the foreign 
label. Goods manufactured in this country, he 
said, are frequently sent abroad and then re- 
shipped back under an imported label to meet the 
American craze for the foreign stamp. There is 
the story of an American musician who sent to 
one of the oldest cities in Europe for a zither, and 
waen the “made in Europe” article arrived it 
bore the stamp of an American manufacturer who 
lived on the same street with the musician. It is 
an open secret that milliners buy Parisian labels 
and sew them in the hats made in this countrs. 
Of course the price of the home manufactured 
hat bearing a foreign label is much larger than 
what the same hat would be without the label. 

It is up to the public to free itself from this 
fetish worship of the foreign label. “Made in 
America” should be the best recommendation for 
any article. Patriotism no less than self-respect 
demands that we cease to slur our own enterprises.

FIGHTING PRINCES. 
The German princes are old fashioned fighting 
leaders of warlike peoples. They may be capable 


at their elbows, but they are line of battle leaders 
and not headquarters men. 

In the German ruling families there has been 
adherence to the German large family idea. There- 
fore in the various states of the empire there are 
many princes. To the war the imperial family has 
contributed its sons. They have been a little more 
sheltered than the princes of the states, but expos: d 
enough to suffer wounds, exposed enough to make 
»gmors of the death of the crown prince persist. 

A German ruler must lead his people. He is 
pot the monarchical abstraction of British concep- 
tion. He remains the medieval war leader and 
where his people go he must go. He may not know 
how to lead, but he must at least assume the dan- 
gers of the enterprise. If he did not know the ter- 
rors of war he might lightly have his people risk 
them. The kaiser is protected, but the majority of 
the princes must take their chances with any Herr 
Lieutenant. 

The British aristocracy offers the same illustra- 
tion of devotion and the best in France is at the 
front, but the Germans offer their royalty to de 
struction as do the Belgians. Their king has made 


trips to the firing line.

WOMEN’S SERVICE. 

The use of the vote by the women of Cook county 
has been a substantial aid to good government. In 
the late election, while it followed in the main the 
party lines, it saved the only opponents of the spoils 
drainage administration left from the turn out of 
Your years ago. Tsustees Paullin and Clark are the 
only representatives of protest in the interest of 
economy and efficiency the taxpayers of the district 
have left to defend the huge funds and heavy puvlic 
responsibilities of the district.

SMELTERS FOR BOLIVIAN TIN. 
{From American Review of Reviews. ] 

Probably one of the best illustrations of Amer- 
ica’s opportunity to develop new industries is af- 
forded by tin. The known American deposits are 
very small and production from them will prob- 
ably not be much affected by the present higher 
prices. The benefit which the United States may 
obtain from the present situation is stated by 
George Otis Smthith, director of the United States 
geological survey, in a recent inventory of the 
mineral reserves of the United States, as lying in 
the establishment of a tin smelter industry in 
this country in which Bolivian tin ores may be 
smelted. Between 80,000 and 40,000 tons of tin 
concentrates have been shipped each year from 
Bolivia to Europe for smelting; but the smelting 
of these ores presents no difficulties that Amer- 
ican metallurgists cannot overcome. A few years 
ago a smelter was established at Bayonne, N. J., 
in which to smelt Malayan tin ores, but a prohib- 
itive export duty was immediately placed on 
Malayan tin ores not going to some part of the 
British empire. 

Such a thing could not happen in Bolivia, and 
indeed only a few days ago Secretary Rosendo 
Pinilla of the Bolivian legation at Washington 
stated the desirability of establishing American 
smelters. “Of all the countries of the western 
hemisphere,” he said, “ Bolivia is practically the 
only producer of tin. The ‘ barilla,’ the tin con- 
centrates, carrying from 50 to 70 per cent of tin, 
has been shipped heretofore to Europe, finding 
its way through the Liverpool markets to smelt- 
ers in England and Germany. These smelters 
| refine the tin and it is sent to the United States, 
, which consumes more tin than any other coyhtry. 
| Of 45,000 tons of tin produced last year in livia 

the shipment direct to the United States | Av ee the 

insignificant amount of only eight tons. It seems 
now absolutely necessary for the United States 
to get the raw product direct from Bolivia and 
_ smelt it here. This, it occurs to me, is an ex-

HAT Lord Charlies Nairne, second 
son of the Marquis of Lansdowne 
and for several years past a mem- 
ber of the household of King 
George as one of his favorite equer- 
ries, should have fallen in battle, fight- 
ing not only for England but also for 
France and on French soil, serves to re- 
call that he had in his veins the blood 
of the kings of France. 
The Comte de Flahault, his great-grand- 
father, was the son of that lovely Adelaide 
Filleul who was the natural daughter of 
Louis XV. of France. 

Adelaide married a Comte de Flahault, 
a scion of one of the oldest houses of the 
French aristocracy. But it is generally 
understood that the son she bore, and 
who was afterwards known as Comte 
Charles de Flahault, was not his off- 
spring, but thet of the great Prince de 
Talleyrand. 

This would account, at any rate, forthe 
affection which the Prince de Talleyrand, 
in spite of his appalling selfishness and 
egotiam, always manifested) for Charles 
de Flahault, whose promotion was ex- 
traordinarily rapid. He attained the 
rank of general in Napoleon's army at 
the early age of 27. 

-o— 

Charles de Flahault in his younger days 
was a wonderfully handsome man and 
the hero of many a feminine romance, the 
most celebrated of all being, of course, 
that with Hortense de Beauharnals, 
daughter of Empress Josephine and queen 
of Holland by virtue of her marriage 
with Louis Bonaparte. 

There is no secret made of this ro- 
mance. The pages of the Almanach de 
Gotha officially describe the late Duc de 
Morny as the offapring of Queen Hor- 
tense and of the Comte de Fiahault. 

Charlies de Flahault was with Napoleon 
at Moscow, at Leipsic, and at Waterloo. 
Subsequently he turned up in London, 
where he won the heart of Lord Keith’s 
daughter and married her, making his 
home thenceforth in England. 

There were no sons born to this mar- 
riage, but several daughters, the eldest 
of whom inherited her mother’s baronies 
of Keith and of Nairne, as well as her 
Meikelour estates tn Perthshire and her 
Aldie estates in Kinross-shire, married 
the late Lord Lansdowne and became the 
mother of the present marquis. 


~~ 
When the late Lady Lansdowne, née De 
Flahault, died, some seventeen years 
ago, she provided in her will that her 
Scotch estates should go on the marquis’ 
death to his second son, Lord Charles 
Fitzmaurice, and that he should then as- 
sume the names of both Mercer and 
Nairne, as well as the arms of these two 
ancient Scottish families, from which she 
had inherited the property in question. 
Lord: Lansdowne preferred to make over 
these Scotch estates to his second son 
during his lifetime, partly because he 
wished to place on younger shoulders 
than his own some of the responsibilities 
and obligations involved in the owner- 
ship of his great territorial possessions, 
and partly, too, because he desired to 
spare Lord Charles the heavy succession 
duty which would otherwise have to be 
paid by him on inheriting the property. 
Lord Charles, therefore, after his mar- 
riage to Lady Mary Elliot, youngest 
daughter of the late Lord Minto, obtained 
permission from the crown to exchange 
his patronymic of Fitzmaurice for that 
of Mercer-Nairne, and entered into pos- 
session of the Meikelour and Tullybeagle 
estates in Perthshire and those of Lady 
Lansdowne in Kinross-shire, embracing 
an area of some 12,000 acres.

While it was not possible for Lord Lans- 
downe to transfer to his younger son his 
baronies of Keith and of Nairne, which 
must descend in due course to his eldest 
eon, the present Earl of Kerry, it is prob- 
able that Lord Charles, had he lived, 
would in due course have been raised to 
the peerage as Lord Meikelour by King 
George, who was much attached to him. 

Lord Lansdowne has been in turn gov- 
ernor general of Canada, viceroy of In- 
dia, secretary of state for war and of for- 
eign affairs, is leader of the Unionist op- 
position in the house of lords, and was 
portrayed by Lord Beaconsfield itn his 
novel ‘ Lothair,’’ in which Lady Lans- 
downe likewise figures. 

Lord Charies leaves a little boy and girl 
to inherit his extensive property.

Sir Francis Ernest Waller, whose name 
figures among the officers killed in battle 
in France, owed his baronetcy, which 
now passes to his soldier brother, Wathen 
Arthur Waller of the Northumberland 
fusiliers, to his great-grandfather, Sir 
Jonathan Wathen Waller, who was one of 
the principal members of the household 
of King William IV.

He must not be confounded with that 
other Waller baronet, Sir William BE. 
Waller, a native of New York, who owns 
a chain of department stores in New Jer- 
sey, at Rutherford, Madison, Ridgewood, 
Westwood, Closter, and Hasbrouck 
Heights, his eldest son being a student 
at Cornell. 

Sir William, when he succeeded to the 
baronetcy two years ago on the death of 
his uncle, Sir Charlies Waller, at the 
Hahnemann hospital in New York, re- 
tained his American citizenship, along 
with his New Jersey stores, and contin- 
ues to live over here, as the ancestral cas- 
tle in Tipperary is now a picturesque, ivy 
clad ruin and quite uninhabitable. 

This place is familiar to tourists as 
Cully castle, which was acquired by Gen. 
Sir William Waller, who distinguished 
himself in the Thirty Years’ war and be- 
came one of Oliver Cromwell's principal 
commanders.

The Sir Francis Waller who has just 
been killed belonged not to the Irish

Mayor Talks of Subway Plans 
Which Reach Into the 
Future, 


{Continued from first page.1 


who have signified most in history have 


been city men. You have only to men- 
tion the name of certain great men to sec 
how their career has been identified with 
the city. You have only to mention the 
names of such places as Rome and Athens 
and Venice and Milan and all the other 
Italian cities to see at once that the prob- 
lemeg of civilization have been lifted to 
their highest answers and highest satis- 
faction in cities. 


An American Invention. 

“In most places the city has had its 
spirit or its soul, its highest ideal super- 
imposed upon it. The idea that a city 
can evolve a soul is almost an American 
invention: 

** We have beenevolving a new attitude 
toward life, a new conception of the sig- 
nificance of city life, a new conception of 
the obligations that we as a city owe to 
ene another, and to all those thousands 
and hundreds of thousands of men and 
women who are drifting here for the pur- 
pose of making homes. In that way Chi- 
cago has been evolving a new soul. 

* We have got thousands of art students 
here. We have got thousands of every 
sort of professional students here. And 
practically the entire development of all 
that—at least anything comparable with 
this present situation—has been in those 
twenty years, since 1893. 


Cites Art and Opera. 

“Think only of the rise of our musical 
organizations, the rise of our art build- 
ings, of our Art institute, the rise of our 
art school, our interest in the opera, the 
development of authorship—why, you 
know that pretty nearly every author that 
amounts to anything has to be born here 
or get his training on a Chicago news- 
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- Chicago has a soul, Prof. Shaller Ma- 
thews of the University of Chicago be- 
lieves. He expresses himeelf thus: 

In most places the city has had its 
spirit or its soul, its highest idea! su- 
perimposed upon it. The idea that a 
city can evolve a soul is almost an 
American invention. 

We have been evolving a new atti- 
tude toward life, a new conception of 
the significance of city life, a new con- 
ception of the obligations that we asa 
city owe to one another, and to all 
those thousands and hundreds of 
thousands of men and women who are 
drifting here for the purpose of mak- 
ing homes.

Lesson in Reavegution. 

"The mayor told of the closing of, the 
levee by the late State’s cima Way- 
‘man and added: 

“In this cleanup a bane has been 
learned by many of us. In the first place, 
it has been made apparent that neither 
in Chicago nor in any single one of the 
continental cities is there or has there 
ever been real segregation, real police 
control, real medical supervision. 

“In Chicago’s worst days, the years 
preceding 1911, there were so-called seg~- 
Tregated districts on the south side, the 
west side, along the river on the north 
side and in South Chicago. Immoral 
women, however, were settled in all sec- 
tions of the city. Michigan avenue har- 
bored a half dozen notorious dives oper- 
ated by leaders of the demimoncde. 

“Though all the so-called segregated 
districts are closed and have been closed 
for months, there is no more vice in the 
outlying districts than there was during 
the wide open days. 

“The evil effects of so-called segrega- 
tion upon the police department are ap- 
parent, the benefits are nonexistent. The 
social evil cannot be exterminated; it can 
be held in check; its evils can, be cur- 
tailed: its disastrous consequences re- 
duced to a minimum. 

“Chicago is@oday making an earnest, 
honest effort to clean up its sore spots. 
The effort is worth the making.” 

Detail attention was given to subways 


by the mayor. 
“The need of a local subway is two- 


fold—to supply adequate transportation 
for every section of the city and to re- 
lieve congestion in the downtown district, 
the heart of Chicago,”’ he said. 

*“ Several varieties of opposition to sub- 
ways have manifested themselves in the 
last three years. 

‘There is the opposition growing out 
of the mistaken belief somewhat in vogue 
that subways would add immensely to 
the values of central property at the ex- 
pense and to the detriment of outlying 
property and neighborhood centers. Were 
I convinced that this charge 1s well found- 
ed I would oppose subways myself, for 
to my mind the most helpful growth of 
the past decade has been the upspringing 
of thrifty business centers in all sections 
of the city. The very life’s blood of these 
centers is good transportation. The bet- 
ter the transportation the quicker the 
growth, the more solid the development. 


Surface Lines Oppose. 

“The traction companies, surface and 
elevated, oppose an independent, compre- 
hensive subway system, because by it 
dangerous competition with existing 
transportation facilities would be intro- 
duced. This competition ultimately would 
‘scrap’ the elevateds’ system. 

“‘In this opposition the traction com- 
panies have a certain backing, based on

Defends His Attitude. 

“The administration is criticised for 
inactivity in that it has not undertaken 
subway construction.

me what kind of a subway Chicago needs. 

“I prefer to lay myself open to the

The mayor also told of the work of the 
administration in street paving, street 
lighting, and street signs. He mentioned 
the establishment of the tuberculosis 
sanitarium and contagious disease hos- 
pital and the plans for a new municipal 
lodging house. 


De Frees on Smoke. 

President Joseph De Frees reviewed the 
work of the association during the last 
year aed called attention to the forth- 
coming report of the smoke committee. 
This committee is expected to present a 
plan for the electrification of the steam 
railways of the city 

‘‘I venture to prophesy the sidiaaade will 
not fail to be an epoch making document. 
The report will segregate the 17,000,000 
tons of coal annually ocnsumed in Chicago 
between the more important fuel consum- 
ing services and will accredit to each 
service its proportion of the total smoke 
which pollutes Chicago’s atmosphere, It 
will show the importance of other sources 
of atmospheric pollution; all with atten- 
tion to details never before attempted. 


Problem of Committee. 

“The problem of ‘the committee has 
been to determine the character of the 
electrical establishment necessary to per- 
form the functions not only of the’ through 
passenger and suburban service, but of 
the freight and yard switching service. 
As a basis of its estimates of cost it has 
determined the power not only by days 
but hour by hour, required to maintain 
all the various activities of the greatest 
railroad terminal in the world.

I. C. May Electrify. 

The mayor dealt at length with the lake 
front problem. He reviewed the trade 
between the south park board and the Il- 
ingle Central railroad and cited that 

‘under certain cond tions the electrifica- 
tion of its lines is agreed upon. To mak 
the agreement effective certain rights 
must be granted by the city council, cer 
tain privileges granted by the federal gov- 
ernment. By this trade when finally con- 
summated the Illinois Central will get an 
addition to its right of way, the people 
will get the undisputed title to the lake 
front. 

** I have no love for the Illinois Central. 
Iam not an apologist for it. I am moved, 
however, by an earnest affection for Chi- 
cago. The lake front is the people’s heri- 
tage. From Grant park to Jackson park 
it should be a splendid public playground, 
a haven of rest and recreation for its mil- 
lions who must toil and sweiter at home 
through the hot summer months. In- 
stead it is an eyesore, an unlovely blot 
upon the landscape. 

Counter Exchange Seen. 

“ Grant that the Illinois Central gets 
rights worth a king’s ransom, what will 
be the counter value to Chicago of a lake 
frontage in the possession of its people 
reaching from the Evanston line to South 
Chicago? Chicago has already suffered 
a two and one-half years’ celay.

Outer Harbor Work. 

The mayor then told of outer harbor 
work which “ is rapidly progressing. The 
pier itself is practically completed. The 
contract for the head house and sheds is 
tet and work on their construction is pro- 
ceeding. 

‘Six and one-fourth acres is filled in 
to the south of and at the western ap- 
proach to the pier, to be reserved fora 
convention hall and exposition building, 
according to the plans formulated by the 
Association of Commerce. I would sug- 
gest that at the spring election authority 
be asked by the city for a sufficient bond 
issue to construct such a building. Its 
value to Chicago would be inestimable.” 


Should Beaches Be Free? 

On the subject of bathing beaches the 
mayor cited the purchase at Clarendon 
evyenue and efforts to acquire land at 
Seventy-fifth street for municipal 
beaches. 

“ The question has been raised whether 
the city should make a small charge for 
the use of its bathing beaches,” the mayor 
said. “ Personally I am unconvinced of 
the desirability of such a charge. To 
my mind there may be some justice ina 
trivial charge for bathing suits and 
towels, though even this is questionable. 
The dressing rooms certainly should be 


free for the use of all.” 


Twelfth Street Widening. 

Referring to the Michigan avenue wid- 
ening, for which the voters on Tuesday 
approved a bond issue, he said: ‘* Chicago 
in a brief space will own the most splen- 

did public highway in the world.” 
“The widening of Twelfth street has

RAILROADS GAIN REVENUE 
BY EFFECTING ECONOMIES. 


—— 


Reports for September Show Roads 
Have Benefited by Following 
Advice of Commerce Body. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 5.—[{Special.}]— 
Indications that the railroads are carry- 
ing out the suggestions of the interstate 
commerce commission for economy in 
management are to be found in the re- 
ports of their rail operating revenues and 
expenses for the month of September. 

The reports show that for the whole 
United States the carriers’ net operating 
revenues for September, 1914, are nearly 
$2,000,000 greater than their net revenues 
for September, 1913, although last year 
was one of the two best in the history of 
railroading. 

In the eastern district, where the car- 
riers recently were refused an increase in 
rates, the net revenues were nearly $2,- 
500,000 greater than in September, 1913, 
although the gross receipts were $6,000,- 
000 less. 


JUDGE WADE KNOWS A HORSE

RATES IN STATE 


Governor’s Aid Asserts Fire 
Insurance Firms Are 
Unfair to Illinois. 


WOULD FILE PROTEST. 


Col. Edwin Romberg of Gov. Dunne’s 
staff declared at the weekly luncheon of 
the Chicago real estate board yesterday 
that the people of Chicago and Illinois 
are being grossly discriminated against 
by the fire insurance companies in the 
natter of rates. He suggested that the 

oard appoint a committee to look into 

se matter and if the members found 
he situation to be what he asserted it to 
we that they file a protest with Gov. 
Dunne and with Rufus M. Potts, insur- 
ance commissioner. Col. Romberg added 
that he had every reason to believe both 
of the officials would give the protest a 
full and fair.consideration. ‘ 

He asserted that insurance is done in 
Chicago the same as in a sma!l town or 
village, and praised what he termed the 
brokerage system in New York, which, 
he said, had operated to the decided ad- 
vantage of the insured. 


Millions Could Be Saved. 

If rates were properly regulated, the 
speaker declared, it would result in the 
saving of $2,460,000 annually to the people 
of Illinois and $1,450,000 to the people of 
Chicago. 

*“ The same companies which insure you 
here in Chicago,” he said, ‘‘ insure the 
people of New York, but in New York they 
are treated far fairer in the way of an 
insurance contract. 

“Shortly after the Baltimore fire in 
1902 rates in Chicago were increased 10 
per cent on buildings and 25 per cent on 
their contents, with the assurance the 
rates would be reduced within a year. 

“They have not been changed yet, 
twelve years later. in New York ihe 
rates never were raised on account of this 
fire. 


Brokerage Plan a Safeguard. 

** Had you the New York brokerage sys- 
tem I venture to say that such a state of 
affairs could never have existed here. The 
rates probably never would have been in- 
creased in the first place, and if they 
had been, the companies would have been 
compelled long ago to have withdrawn 
the excess.’ 

Col. Romberg quoted reports showing 
the higher rates paid in Chicago as com- 
pared not only with New York but with 
St. Louis, Detroit, Cleveland, Milwaukee, 
and Cincinnati. Explaining this he said 
companies doing business in Illinois have 
found it to their advantage to form vari- 
ous interlocking organizations through 
which they work jointly in the adoption 
and enforcement of certain systems of 
rate making sci.emes and agency dis- 
cipline. 


Stock Companies Interlock. 

“The persistent refusal of stock fire 
insurance companies to voluntarily grant 
concessions to the insuring public,’ he 
said, “‘ seems to me to be absolutely in- 
defensible, and the concerted resistance 
of these companies to the enforcement of 
laws enacted in Missouri, Kentucky, and 
Kansas, indicates the extent of the mu- 
tual understanding existing between all 
companies and shows also the firmness 
with which they will resist public de- 
mands for relief, or any attempt by the 
state to control. rate making. 

‘*The recent decision of the United 
States Supreme court conclusively estab- 
lishes the right and power of the state 
to interfere in behalf of its citizens and 
regulate the fire insurance business and 
entirely disposes of this ‘ vested right’ 


“assumption.”

Owner Pays Far Too Much. 


MORTGAGES CAUSE OF IT. 


Bell Asserts Holder of Property 
Lien Escapes All Levies. 


Assistant State’s Attorney Hayden Bell, 
in charge of the state’s attorney’s inves- 
tigation of tax dodging, made a statement 
yeeterday in which he charged that prac- 
tically all of the home owners of Chicago 
who have mortgages on their property 
are paying from two to three times too 
much taxes. 

“In this city,’”’ said Mr. Bell, “‘ the aver- 
age home owner carries on his home a 
mortgage amounting to 50 or 60 per cent 
of its value, so that he, in fact, owns less 
than half of the beneficial interest in his 
home. 

“ And yet he pays taxes upon the full 
value of his home, thus paying upon his 
own beneficial interest and also the bene- 
ficial interest owned by the mortgagee, 
while the mortgagee, in most all cases, 
pays no taxes on his interest in the prop- 
erty at all. 


Cannot Be Hidden. 

“This improved real estate is not sus- 
ceptible’ of being hidden and upon this 
Property taxes cannot be dodged. Allthe 
abuses of the tax system practically cen- 
ter on that kind of property which can 
be secreted in safety deposit boxes. 

“ The potential fact is that all tax fr- 
regularities and abuses,which result in 
the loss of public revenue increase the 
burden upon improved real estate, repre- 
sented generally by the home owner. 


Why Taxes Are High. 

“If the constitutional method of taxa- 
tion were carried outfaithfully and all 
persons paid according to the value of 
what they own, the tax rate would be cut 
from 30 to 40 per cent below its present 
level, It has become the rule that bonds, 
mortgages, and securities generally are 
not returned for taxation and escape taxes 
entirely.”’ 

Mr, Bell pointed to a number of boxes 
in his office and said they contained the 
names of approximately: 18,000 property 
Owners whose assessments had been can- 
celed in some mysterious manner or re- 
duced to a ridiculously small figure. He 
said that the amounts ranged from $800 
to $120,000.

District Attorney Charles F. Clyne yes- 
terday resumed his survey of the pending 
cases in the United States District court 
awaiting disposition. He discovered that 
the court is about 1,000 cases behind.

. Five Hundred on Call. 

About 500 of these have been placed on 
call for the present term of court, but 
it will require the services of four or 
five out of town judges to aid Judge Lan- 
dis and Judge Carpenter in the disposi- 
tion of them during the next six months. 

Meanwhile, delays are constantly oc- 
curring by reason of emergency cases 
coming in daily for immediate disposi- 
tion. Juries drawing $3 a day per man 
frequently sit idle several hours each 
day on account of emergency matters 
coming up and interrupting trials.

YOUNG MEN AROUSED. 


The foot and mouth disease will com- 
bine with the war to bring the Texas 
farmer to his senses. You don't see? 
Nevertheless, Director Bonny Young- 
blood of the Texas agricultural experi- 
mental station does. This is the way he 
told it to a TRIBUNE reporter yesterday: 

“No, we haven’t had any foot and 
mouth disease down our way yet, and I 
guess we won't have any if the quaran- 
tine goes through. What we have got, 
thongh, is a lot of farmers who know now 
that what we have been telling them 
about ‘one crop’ farmers is true. The 
war has put an end to their desire to raise 
nothing but cotton. That's the first 


point. ” 


Willing to Try New Crop. 

“They're willing enough now to raise 
something beside cotton, but they don’t 
know just what. We're trying to get them 
to grow a new kind of hay, Soudan grass, 
- that was brought here five years ago from 
Egypt. It will grow almost anywhereand 
' ig a splendid feed for cattle. 

“A lot of the farmers already have 
seen that the war will boost the price of 
beef, and the disease is going to send it 
still higher, we are told. I don’t see 
how the farmers can help but realize now 
that Soudan grass and cattle are the log- 
ical substitutes for a good part of the land 
that formerly went only for cotton. 


Young Farmers Won Over. 

Mr. Youngblood estimates that from 20 
to 50 per cent of the cotton land will be 
planted with some other crop this year. 
He said the young farmers already had 
been won over to the new os while the 


from bitter experience this year,” he ex- 
Plained, “has been to raise their own 
food as well as the food for stock.

“There will be no material slackening 
of business. Killing floors will be idle 
for the week, but other departments will 
work as usual, as we have ample supply 
of products for all requirements.” 


No Effect on Workers. 


The following statement was issued by 
Louis H. Heymann, secretary of Morris 
& Co. and head of the fresh meat sales: 

“J do not think the closing of the stock- 
yards will have any appreciable effect 
upon prices of fresh meats or upon labor. 

‘“*Morrig & Co. now have a sufficient 


supply of live stock to keep our killing 


gangs busy until Sunday atleast. There 
will not be any shortage in the beef sup- 
ply, as I believe there is enough to go 
around. Neither should there be any ap- 
preciable increase in fresh meat prices to 
consumers. 

“The plants of this company at St. Jo- 
seph, Mo.; Kansas City, Kas.; East St. 
Louis, lll, and Oklahoma City will con- 
tinue to kill, and there is nothing to keep 
a supply of beef from coming to Chicago. 

“There is no alarming outlook in the 
labor situation at the yards as far as the 
workmen are concerned. We shall con- 
tinue to slaughter until at least Sunday, 
after which time most of our men will be 
transferred to other parts of the planis.

The coroner’s jury, however, wrote into 
the verdict its belief that Father Mullen 
was not in his right mind on Oct. 20 when 
he ran amuck in Hillside and stabbed Pat- 
terson.

Compenion Tells of Trouble,

in an automobile and went direct to Elm- 
hurst, where each of us had a small glass 
of beer. At Bellwood later Father Mullen 
had a soda water and I drank another 
beer. After going through Mount Carme] 
cemetery Father Mullen complained he 


felt ill. I was hungry and we both 
stopped in Cotuno’s saloon at Hillside. I 
had a glass of beer while waiting for 
lumch and Father Mullen drank some 
stomach bitters. When my coffee came 
he picked up the cup and threw it on the 
floor.” 
Testimony Corroborated. 

Simonini’s further testimony corrobo- 
rated that of young Joseph Rueso, who 
knocked Father Mullen down when the 
priest attacked his father. After the 
fracas, Simonini said, Father Mullen re- 
turned to the saloon and threw matches

JUDGE BALDWIN ENJOINS

WORK OF FIXING RAILWAY 
VALUES GOES ON RAPIDLY. 


5,300 Miles of Trackage Already 
Appraised—Gigantic Task Ex- 


pected to Be Done by 1919. 


On March 1, 1913, congress directed the 
interstate commerce commission to eval- 
uate all railroad property in the United 
States. The work is now in full swing. 
according to a report just issued by the 
presidents’ conference committee, which 
has been appointed by the railroads to co- 
operate with the commission. Fifty-three 
hundred miles of railway trackage have 
already been appraised. 


“Four hundred and eighty million, 


C. A. Prouty, formerly a member of the 
commission and now a dire - or of the gov- 
ernment’s valuation inquiry, predicts 
that the work will be completed by July, 
1919. 

Various estimators have figured that 
the entire valuation of the 250,000 miles 
of railroads in the country will cost the 
government between $15,000,000 and $20,- 
000,000. The railroads have planned in 
outlay of t. ce this amount to furnish 
the initial survey. The government at 
the present time has about 800 experts 
working and has appropriated $1,900,000 
for the first year’s expenses. 

The work of appraising is being pushed 
on the Rock Island and it will be finished 


before the others.

Gemmill Warns Sydney J. Chanock

LONDON, Nov. 5.—Maj. Gen. Robert 
G. Kekewich, retired, who defended Kim- 
berley for 126 days against the Boer ar- 
mies, was found dead in his bedroom 
today from a self-inflicted gunshot wound 
in the head. 

The suicide of Gen. Kekewich is at- 
tributed to nervous breakdown, 

Gen. Kekewich was born in 1854 and 
entered the army twenty years later.

WILL BE TESTED 


Council Committee to Formu- 
late Plan for Morals 
Commission. 


“DISEASE AND NOT CRIME.” 


Steady and scientific advance in han- 
dling Chicago’s vice problem was prom- 
ised yesterday at a meeting of the city 
council committee on health. 

A special committee representing the 
city and the vice commission was ap- 
pointed to formulate a plan for a morals 
commission as a part of the city govern- 
ment. The commission it is proposed shail 
coéperate with the police department in 
the suppression of the social evil and 
have power to prosecute in the event the 
regularly established departments for law 
enforcement fail to do s0. 


Seek Immorality Cure. 

But tn addition to these duties the great 
responsibility shall be to study all phases 
of immorality and find ways and means 
of curing them. It shall investigate 
causes and devise methods of prevention. 
It shall prepare plans for caring for fallen 
women. It shall draft legislation for 


alert. and rouse the citizenship to an un-' 
ceasing battle against the evil. 

The committee to outline an ordinance 
creating a commission with such powers 

includes Health Commissioner George B. 

Young. Ald. W. O. Nance, chairman of 

the health committee; Chief of Police 
Gleason, Assistant Corporation Counsel 

George L. Reker, and three members of 

the vice commission, Dr. W.-A. Evans, 

Prof. Graham Taylor, and Chief Justice 

Harry Olson of the Municipal courts, 

They were requested to report next 
Thursday. 


Old Plan Modified. 

The proposed ordinance is a modification 
of the morals commission ordinance rec- 
ommended in the report of the vice com- 
mission in 1911. That ordinance prov.aed 
specifically that the commission should 
suppress “‘ bawdy and disorderly houses” 
in the city and within three miles of the 
city limits and prosecute violations ofany 
laws and ordinances against such places. 

Since the report was presented the mor- 
als division, under the second deputy su- 
perintendent of police, has been created. 
Consequently in recent debatés the argu- 
ment has been raised that the ordinance 
as originally suggested would result in a 
division of authority and responsibility 
between the police and the commission. 
It was this contention that a week ago led 
the committee to reject the ordinance, 
At the same session the action was recon- 
sidered and representatives of the vice 
commission were asked to present their 


| case on behalf of the ordinance: 


Views of Vice Opponents. 

The modification was a resul. of the 
appearance of these representatives. 
They denied the creation of the second 
deputy’s office had covered the ground 
of the commission’s recommendation. 
While they praised unqualifiedly the ac- 
tivity of the present police heads, they 
said there was no guarantee of its con- 
tinuance when they leave office; and they 
laid emphatic stress on the contention 
that the police department could not han- 
dle anything but the executive end of 
the task. 

The police department, they argued, is 
administrative. It cannot look into the 
medical phase of the problem. It can- 
not delve into the psychopathic angles. 
It canygot formulate and carry through 
legislation. For these purposes, they said, 
a commission of public spirited men will- 
ing to serve without pay should be placed 
in an advisory capacity in which they 
might supplement and go beyond the 
work of the police department. 


Aldermen Are Convinced. 

The net result of this discussion was the 
appointment of the special joint commit- 
tee, but by the time this action was taken 
the aldermen had indicated their belief in 
the necessity for a morals commission. 
They also admitted it could operate with- 
out interference with the Funkhouser 
morals division and without a lessening of 
responsibility on the police department. 

The speakers who brought about this 
result were Dr. Evans, Prof. Taylor, 
Judge Olson, and Dr. Abram Winegard» 
ner Harris, president of Northwestern 
university. Dr. Evans was the official 
spokesman for the vice commission. 


Need Still Exists. 

“ It is the judgment of the commission,” 
Dr. Evans said, *‘ that the needs of the 
vice situation have not been met by the 
creation of the second deputy’s office. j 
“We have done away with the segre- 
gated districts, but that is as far as we 
have gone. That is just the beginning. 
we havegone. That is just the beginning. 

“We haven't begun to deal with the 
assignation house and the lawless hotel. 
We have done nothing toward meeting the 
medical problem. We have done nothing 
to consider scores of other phases of the 
question on which even the vice commis- 
sion after a year of study was unable to 
formulate recommendations.” 

During some questions by aldermen the 
commission was spoken of as a *’ new de- 
partment.” | 

“ There was a time when the health de- 
partment was a part of the polic. depart- 
ment,” Dr. Evans said. ‘‘ Then the health 
department was created to take care of 
some diseases just as now we contend this 
department should be created to take care 
of this disease of society.” : 

Funkhouser Overburdened. 

Prof. Taylor argued that full responsi- 
bility for the suppression of vice is too 
great a burden for the second deputy. 

* It is no criticiem of Maj. Funkhouser,” 
he said, “ to say that no one man should 
be held responsible for such a titanic 


task.”

Staples. 

ART of the g.ory of south rn cook- 
ery came during the days when, 
with nothing but staples in the 
house—a little corn meal, some 
dried peas or beans, som: rice, and 

some hoarded bacon—the far famed hos- 
-pitality never ceased, but remained as 
cordial as formerly. Though profuse 
abundance no longer crowned the board. 
the hungry stranger or guest was fed 
and did not find the entertainment lack- 
ing. 
- We have come to regard canned goods 
as staples. It isa mistake economically, 
and we have lost in consequence much 
of our skill in cooking the real staples. 
‘Most canned goods aie just poured out 
of the can and heated up. ‘ihis may bea 
great help in times when a hurried meal 
must be put together, but it is a terrible 
‘and costly mistake to make all meals 
hurried meals. 
_ Considering the cost, it can be proved 
easily, taking into consideration the 
amount of nutriment obtained, that the 
content of a can cost from ten to twen- 
t7 times as much, in the case of beans 


- and peas, hominy, etc., as the same quan-

pass of the staple article cooked would 
cost. In the case of the very expensive 
canned goods the expense may be fifty 
times what some good dry split peas, 
finely cooked, would have been. 

There is nothing we need to learn more 
or to get back to than our knowledge of 
staples. Those who are ready to give 
their money to help the poor need to 
learn this, and if the poor could be taught 
it, perhaps many of them would not bein 
need of help.

A poor child was recently described ag 
having nothing to eat but some bread and 
jelly. The bread may have been very 
poor in the first place, because our loss of 
skill in cooking staples has meant loss 
of nutrimant in our bread, but whether 
the bread was good or bad, the child was 
likely to have the nutriment reduced at 
least a half because he waa eating it with 
jelly. Probably he would like to eat the 
jelly by itself, and if it was good enough 
jelly to eat, palatable as it ought to be, 
he could eat it that way. The combina- 
tion is not a nourishing one. 

Think of the first cost of the bread and 
jelly, and realize how very poorly feda 
child would be if he had nothing besides,

and then consider that on a pea or bean 
soup alone, or on the thick purée of peas 
or beans, heated up, he could have been 
quite completely nourished, and then pon- 
der carefully how we shal! spend tho 
money we are giving to help the poor. 

A bushel of peas or beans, made up into 
purée, as they may be made up, made into 
molds, and wrapped in paper after they 
are cold, would furnish a meal for several 
hundred poor people at from one-tenth 
to one-twentieth of what the poor boy’s 
poor meal of bread and jelly cost. 

We have all heard of the query of the 
queen, when the people were crying for 
bread, and she was told there was no 
bread for them. ‘“ Then why do you not 
give them cake?” she said. Too much of 
our monéy spent to help goes for supplies 
as cxpensive as cake compared to bread. 
The staples might be our economic salva- 
tion in this matter, and the more ex- 
pensive of these, especially those old 
favorites, sugar and coffee, might be 
sparingly bought. 

As to the can, it has been one of the 
extravagant modern agents of shiftless- 
ness and incompetency. Splendid in case 
of emergency of any sort, it is an extrava-

board. 

The situation continues bullish so far as 
the export demand is concerned, but 
many traders still are unable to enthuse 
on the buying side until the actual clear- 
ances refiect the big sales reported or until 
the movement from the country lessens. 
The volume of outside business is not at 
all broad and’ on the swelle there is free 
selling. Commission houses were cred- 
ited with buying wheat on the setback 
and there was some increase in short sell- 
img, so that many traders were disposed to 
reinstate lines on the late break. 


Cash Prices Relatively Strong. 

The cash sales here reported were small, 
but there were plenty of bids at the high- 
est relative prices so far. No. 2 hard 
wheat at the guif was 4\4c over Chicago 
December free on board Galveston, or 
about %c higher than on Monday. This 
in@icates the urgency of the foreign de- 
mand. New York reported sales of up- 
ward of 1,000,000 bu, with difficulty in ob- 
taining freights the only thing inthe way 


being eagerly accepted. 

Receipts here were 1,013 cars, with, 627 
cars inspecied yesterday, Primary arriv- 
als were 2,674,000 bu, against 1,259,000 bu 
a year ago. Chearances were 615,000 bu.

Cargo Values Advance. 


Liverpool was 1d higher for futures, and 
cargo prices have advanced sharply in the last 
week, reflecting the big demand abroad.

EARLY MATURING 
~ ISSUES SOUGHT 


Demand for Short Term Se- 
curities Strong Despite 
Money Stringency. 


CITY BONDS IN FAVOR. 


Chicago investors and bond houses are 
remarking on the unusual] strength of 
high grade short term securities. Cur- 
rent prices, even in the present stringent 
money market, are as high, if not higher, 
than a year ago, when the local ruling 
interest rete was 6 per cent instead of 7, 
as at thie time. In this strength there is 
considerable significance as indicating 
the trend of sentiment toward the secu- 
rities situation. 

Buyers of short term notes and short 
bond maturities wish to have a tem- 
porary investment which may be readily 
disposed of in order that a little later 
anticipated bargains in stocks may be 
availed of. It is expected that within a 
few months the stock markets will be 
again in operation and a free market for 
both stocks and bonds established. It 
is to be prepared for thie situation that 
bond dealers find their customers making 
short term purchases. 


Buying Not Localized. 

Such buying is not confined to Chicago. 
The demand in New York is equally 
strong, and it is reported that any deair- 
able security maturing within six months 
or a year is eagerly sought. 

Locally the favorite issues are Chicago 
city bonds and sanitary district issue. 
Cook county paper sells, perhaps, on a lit- 
tle higher basis than either, but is also 
scarcer. The demand for sanitary dis- 
trict bonds and city of Chicago issues 
is such that it fe difficult to buy them 
on a 5 per cent basis. At 4% per cent, 
however, sellers may be found. But gen- 
erally those who have the short term 
obligations are holding them for the 
same reason that others wish to buy 
them. The short term notes at current 
quotations are considered to be as good 
as cash.

NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—The Liverpool cotton 
exchange will open tomorrow’ for restricted 
trading, it was announced tn an official cable- 
gram received here today by the New York cot- 
ton exchange. Trading will bein May-June de- 
liveries. The operations will be confined tothe 
liquidation of old contracts and new buying. 
New selling will not be permitted. 
Rapid progress was reported today in the 
plan for reopening the New York cotton ex- 
change. It is expected that the officers of the 
exchange will announce the date of the re- 
opening of the local market immediately after 
receiving a court order permitting the sale at 
9 cents a pound to the proposed corporation of 
bankers of cotton owned by the suspended firm 
of 8S. H. P. Pell & Co. Thisorder, it ts believed, 
will be obtained tomorrow. 
The decision of the London Cotton association 
to open the exchange was regarded in trade 
circles here as a step toward the resumption of 
general business in the futures market, which 
has been closed since the end of last July. 
The outstanding interest in the Pnglish mar- 
ket was originally concentrated Into January- 
February, but was transferred into May-June 
th's morning, and it Is anticipated here that 
the acceptance of new buying orders will great- 
ly exhilarate Hquidation, particularly as the 
minimum price fixed for American cotton is 
considered far under a parity with prevailing 
values in the south, and should consequently 
prove attractive to buyers. 
No progress was made today In the settlement 
of the straddle interésts. Cables received from 
Liverpool reported that 100,000 bales had been 
liquidated there by ballot on Tuesday, releas- 
ing 60.000 bales of the straddle interest for 
ballot locally. But the price in Liverpool was 
equal to only 7 cents for December here under 
the old agreement and local traders have decided 
not to ballot below 7.51 cents.
